THE LAST OF THE FAMILY. 
Out of thirty-two members of three 
generations of this rural Kentjcky 
f innily, this one survives. At Icitt 
sixteen died of consumption, all in 
the same house. There was no mon- 
ey to give them adequate care. A 
county tuberculosis hospital, which 
could have cared for the first cases 
and prevented the infection of the 
others, might have saved 
lives in this one family. 



The law creating the Kentucky Tu- ' 
bereulosis roiiiinission at tlie last leg- 
islature providis also .1 I'lan for ihe 
building of small hosjiitals throughout 
the slate for the proper treatmeui of 
tuberculosis. Tlie plan In brief is as 
follows: The Fiscal Court of any 
county may declare that county a dis- , 
trict for the purpose of building a hos- 
pital. Or, by petition, the i;iie.-.lion 
may be siibmitlfd to a vote of the peo- 
ple ut any rc.milar election, and. it 
carried, it is then the duty of the Fis- 
, al ('Liiii t to declare l!ie eouaiy a dis- ' 
ti ; l. .Any grou|> of couikK s touciiiag 
jiie anoiher may dei iare liu i.iselves 
a siiif,-"-.' disiiicl for this pin;, 0.0 bv a 
voie at any geiieial elect ion uiiich 
c.iiries in each of the coanties in- 
volved. Then, under certain restric- 
tions in the law, the State Conuuissioa 
iiaines a considerable group of citi- 
zens, men and women, of tlie couiiiy 
or oounties involved, from which 
;^i()iip the jiiil;;es of these counties 
name a District Hoard of Tiibei •.•ulosis 
Hospital Tiustees. This Hoara then 
asl;s of the Fiscal Court funds to be 
la si'd in the regular levy of taxes. 
From th(Ee funds a site Is selected, 
subject to the approval of the State 
Commission, and then the Board p.ro- 
(eeds 1.1 elect the hospii.il. The State 
Commission is given a very general 
oversight of tbe future activities of 



either free or for a weekly cu.ir^e. ao- 
cording to their fiiiaticiai condition, 
and the cost of maintenance not met 
by these cbargea Mat be paid by the 
district. 

This Is not so expensive a plan as ii 
looks, .\fter the construction cf a rea- 
sonably substantial building for the 
purpose of administration, the cokiii.: 
and serving ot meals, and the it t 
of the nurses, the building or Ijui .1- 
Ings for the actual housing hi' tiie 
consumptives can be more cUeupiy 
erected than those for any similar hos- 
pital purpose, because the patients ar<? 
made to live and sleep in the open air. 
or on verandas; very small, cheaply 
constructed buildings are suffideu' forj 
the imrpose. The whole (ainpai,i;n 
against tuberculosis Is based, not on ' 
sjmpathy, but on economics. I'rae- ' 
tically all of the sufferers are betv.e a 
the ages of 15 and 50, nearly all of. 
them housewires or wage-earners, and | 
many of them the parents of children. | 
You can serve your community.

Edgur saw by the resolute lnuk on 
the man's face that be wuuid gain 
nothing by pressing ttie matter and 
left Willi anger in liU heart, lie went 
straiglit to lUe head of his department 
and asked for an explanation.

Siiii e he had not bet>n openly 
accused it was not incumbent ujion 
him to make a defense, and if he made 
a defense there was every chance tiiat 
be would oat ha abla to paa?« Ma bmo 
cence. 

It happened at this time that news 
come of the death of an uni.le of Ed- 
gar's, who left him the sum of f^.UOO. 
He resolved to ai'ply a [lart of it to 
atudylni; art. and since this would ob- 
viate the necessity of his obtaining iin- 
Other position he concluded to accept 
bis mother's advice. But he swore to 
himself that a companion obje<t to 
success in bis profession should be to 
"get even" with tbe man who bad re- 
fused him au opportunity to vindicate 
himself from u charge of licing a thief. 

Young lJe<-kwith's talent lay in trans- 
mitting a human face to canvas. This 
wa.s evident from the first, and he re- 
Bolved to become a [lortrait painter. 
Nevertluless he painted portraits for 
years before be obtained a reputation 
for excellent work. Hut at last he 
received an order to iialnt tbe portrait 
of a promient Judge on the bench 
and succee<led in making a very life- 
like representation of his subject. The 
painting was hung in a oourtlioiise. 
and every one who saw it admired it 

I'rom this time IJeckwith received 
orders from prominent men. and every 
portrait of sucb added to bis reputa- 
tion.

UoMwin toM the arthl to send 
tbe portrait to Ms hoaae. hat BeHcwith 
prefenad to keep U till he got hfai 
money and frankly toM (JoUwia that 
if be wouM oeod fur it with a check 
for |SU> It wouM be delirerN to Ibe 
messenger. tioMwin grumbled at this 
and went away. 

The next day Beckwith re<'eived a 
note from bis client stating that tbe 
I>ortrait did not come up to bis expecta- 
tions and be hud concluded not to ac- 
cept it. Beckwith made no reply to the 
note and in time received another stat- 
ing that since Uoldwln preferretl to pay 
for tbe time siient on the portrait he 
would pay half tbe amount charged, 
$200. To this al.su Beckwith paid no 
attention, but sent tbe picture to a 
dealer for sale. 

One day (.luldwin was informed tlint 
his portrait was hanging in au art 
store; that it was being \ isited liv con 
noisseurs and pionoiin' ed a remarkable 
pitve of work. It had not yet been 
sold, for tbe artist had set a very high 
price on it. Goldwin at once went tu 
tbe store, saw his portrait and asked 
the dealer the price for it. He was in- 
formed that it was $10.i>00. Goldwin 
went at once to an .ittorney. whom lie 
directed to take steps to claim llie por- 
trait as his properly But when the 
lawyer called lor the ( orrespondence 
in tbe case and read copies of his cli- 
ent's lettora la Ba c h with ha oaM ha had 
no case. 

(Joldwiu found liimself in an unpleas- 
ant position. His portrait— pronounced 
a work of art— was for sale, and i)er- 
sons were asking why he did not buy 
it. To do so would cost him $'.t.."i*K> 
more than the price he would have 
paid had he accijited it. He sent an 
agent to Beckwith to try to efTe<-t a 
compromise. The agent returned with 
a statement from the artist that tlie 
painting was mnUing a great rei)uta- 
tlon for him and he had decided not 
to sell it. bnt keep it before the pub- 
lic. Goldwin decided not to be "done" 
that way and let the matter rest. 

The picture was vMthdrawn from ex- 
hibition, and when it aiipeared ••ig.iin 
tbe covetous expression that had IxH'n 
left out was In it. Tliis being reported 
to tbe original, he w ent to see it again 
and was furious, .\galn he wei;t to 
his lawyer and directed hliii to pro.se- 
cute the artist for ridiculing him be- 
fore the world. The lawyer showed 
him cartoons of iirominent men in the 
newspapers and informed him that it 
would be much more difhcult for him 
to recover in his own case than for 
these to do so. !?esides. any Jury would 
decide against him. If he wished to 
own the picture lie must (lay the price. 

Goldwin sent again to Beckwith. ask- 
ing bim to make a price on the imr- 
trait. Beckwith made a price of $'J.->.0<n1. 
Goldwin made no reply to the offer. 
Again the picture was withdrawn, and 
when it reappeared tbe covetous look 
on the face had l)e<'ome mi.serly. (Jold- 
win tried again to buy it. but the 
price hod gone u|i to $ao.(KX). (Joldwin 
feared that if he did not pay it the 
expression would be^-orae worse and 
the pri<>e would go higher. 

He sent word to the artist to ask 
whether. If the S30.000 was paid, he 
would restore tbe original expression to 
tbe face. Be<'kwlth agreed to do so 
and intimated that if tbe money were 
paid him he would distribute it among 
tbe poor. This closed the bargain, the 
covetous look on the face disappeared, 
and the poor were richer by JKO.ftOO.

ity demonstrated their interest in the 
cause of education bv voting the ad- 
ditional tax, having votes to spare ov- 
er the necessary two thirds n^iority.
